LONDON, Nov. 29.—Half a 

dozen men who were preparing to 

set fire to a large lumber yard in the 

district of Finsbury, an important 

section of the city of London, less 


|than a mile north of London Bridge, 
| were surprised by a policeman Sat-

The policeman challenged a loiter- 
er, who immediately attacked the 
officer and shouted for help. Five 
men, with revolvers, answered his 
call, emerging from behind some 
empty wagons and rushing the po- 
liceman, who was compelled to Hber- 
ate the man he had seen. All the 
men escaped. Searching behind the 
wagons the policeman found cotton 
waste, soaked with gasoline, had 
been pushed through a gateway of a 
lumber yard, and he also discovered 
two revolvers and 100 cartridges. 
One of the supposed _ incendiaries 
later was arrested. 


Statement From Dublin Castle on 
Liverpool Fires.
